By the People is Justi- 


fied, He Says 


HOT SPRINGS. Va., July 21,-Judge 


William H. Taft yesterday assisted in 
:hc opening o£ courl and in the dedi- 
•atton of a court house at German- 
oivn, Va., five miles from Hot Springs. 
Judge Taft accepted the invitation to 


present at this ceremony on the 


ground thai it was a neighborhood af- 
fair. 
The subject of his speech wa? 


the administration of justice by the 
L'ourts. He was greeted by a large as- 
semblage of Bojourners at neighboring 
resorts 
and 
country 
folk, many of 


whom traveled far to s,ee and fcar tho 
republican candidate for the presiden- 
cy. He was given a cordial welcome. 
The strength of the Judiciary, he de- 
clared; was based on the fact that it 
•ested on the principle that the 
people 


ihare in the responsibility for the work 
o£ the courts, in the form of duty on 
juries and 
In other capacities. 
He 


justified proper criticism of the courts 
by the people because- of such criti- 
cism, "those who administer justice 
shall fee! that they are under the crit- 
ical eye of men and women entitled to 
>ave justice of the people administered 
without fear or favor." 


He could not come into the atmos- 


phere of the courtf he said, without a 
feeling of deep regret 
that he

Samuel de Champlain was the father 


anil founder of Quebec. His father was 
captain of a vessel; his uncle pilot- 
general of the Spanish fleet. He began 
his own career in the army, hut in 1550 
Bailed away in command of his own 
good ship the St. Julieu. He threaded 
his way through the islands of 
the 


West Indies;, 'crossed the gulf; landed 
at Vera Cruz; traveled overland in the 
''Its- of Mexico, and continued on till 
he reached the 
Isthmus of Panama, 


where he. regained his vessel. 
When 


he- surveyed Panama he suggested a 
ship canal across the 
isthmus, 
cen- 


turies before our

only, 


.. Theodore ..began, to make, the dirt fly 
- in 'hat region. That was in 1601. 


In 1603. or a little later, as royal 


geographer,, he had explored every bay 
and river in New England. 
He went 


up the Penobscot to' the present site of 
Danger. 
He was in Plymouth before 


the Puritans rounded Cape Cod and 
dropped anchor off Martha's Vineyard. 
He made careful charts and notes of 
all he saw, and in 1606 was back to 
France pleading for a colony on the St. 
-Lawrence. 


Having founded his colony in 160S 


and provided ,for its safety, he was 
again exploring with a view to future 
expansion. Traveling with the A,Igon-i 
quins in their summer campaign, he1 
soon stood on the shores of the lake! 
which yst bears his name. 
He was 


then aged 43, and unmarried. Return- 
ing onee more to France, he married 
Helene Boulle. a Protestant, and still a 
mere child, whom he left there to grow- 
up. Five years later she joined him 
in America, now herself 
a 
Catholic, 


and after his death became a nun. St. 
Helene's island, opposite Montreal, is 
named after her. 


Again starting from Quebec, he as- 


cended Ottawa, reached-Trench river 
and eastern portion of Lake Huron,

"Cnited States ambassador to Japan, 
is a native of Tennessee, born In Giles 
county, near Pulnski, in ISIS.

was 
Judge 
Archibald! 


Wright of the supreme court of the' 
state, and it was from him that Gen- j 
eral Wright Inherited many of the 
traits of character atid mind which 
have contributed to his really distin- 
guished career.

Although he was only a lad at the ' 


breaking- out of the civil war Wrl;ht 
Identified himself promptly with the 
Confederate cause and went into the 
army. At the age of fifteen years he 
was enroled in Breckinridge's com- 
mand, and ho. displayed such unusual i 
Judgment ami 
fortitude that he at 


once attracted the attention of that 
keen wilted soldier. In his seventeenth" 
year he reached the rank of lieutenant 
of infantry. 
At the Woody battle of 


Stone River he was in the thick of the 
hard fighting when a soldier brought: 
Uie intelligence that his older brother 
I 


Eldredge, had been killed. The soldier I 
who was a neighbor of the Wrights' 
ran up to the young lieutenant and! 
without a word of preparation called] 
out, "Eldredge has been killed!" The 
boy gave a great sob, but righted him- 
self almost instantly and spoke the 
command in a steady voice, "Take his 
body 'to tho rear." 
Then he moved 


straight forward with his company 
and it was not until the fight was 
ended that he hastened to verify the 
sad news and to prepare the body for 
burial.

At the close of the war Wright be- I 


came a student at the University of 
Mississippi, where he made good prog- 
ess, although he was not graduated 
Returning home, he entered his fa- 
ther's office and began to study law 
with a determination to qualify him- 
self, which bore fruit in his subsequent 
career at the Memphis bar. For eight 
years he was attorney general of Shel- 
by county, and his ability and activity 
made him formidable to the law break- 
ers of the vicinity. Ho was so un- 
yielding In his determination to up- i 
root vice in his home city that he suc- 
ceeded in making a host of enemies 
among those who wished to profit by 
an abuse of the law. One of these was 
a judge of the criminal court, who 
went to him privately and advised him ! 
to be less zealous in his prosecutions. [ 
Wright paid no attention to the ad-: 
vice, and the Judge actually threatened ' 
thejoung lawyer wi!h bcnily violence! 
if he" should continue his attacks. A!-' 
though the judge v.-as an ardent advo- j 
cate of the code of honor. Wrlijht rc- 
Plk-d to his threat, "Try It. sir. and 
one of us will surely bite the dust."' 
Almost a Duel. 


On one other occasion Wright be- 


came so Involved In a personal diffi- 
culty that a resort to arms seemed i- i 
evitablc. Colonel M. C. Galloway, who i 
edited a Memphis newspaper, was re- 
puted to be a fire, eater of the most 
belligerent type. He became incen«,-"d 
at a ruling made by Jurtpc Wright and ' 
at once bejan a scurrilous editorial 
attack on tho old jurist. Th« younger i 
Wright warned the irate Journalist" to i 
dfsist. but he kept right on with h i « i 
abuse. The matter wer.t from had tj j 
worse until finally the son sent the! 
editor a challrnjre, ana the colonel ac- 
cepted it with alacrity. Although ef- 
forts were made by the friends of th» j 
principals to avert the impending con-' 
nict, neither would swerve a hair's' 
breadth from 
his determination 
to

of Quebec is being celebrated, the fol- 
lowing tribute to its founder, Samuel 
De Champlain, will be of interest: 


Editor Sun: 
Samuel de Champlain was the father 


1 anti-founder of Quebec. His father was 
Captain of a vessel; his uncle pilot- 
general of .the Spanish fleet. He began 
his own career in the army, but in 1553 
Bailed away in command of his own 
good ship the St. Julien. He threaded 
his way' through the islands of 
the 


West. Indies; crossed the gulf: landed 
st-.Vera Cruz; traveled overland in the 
City of Mexico, and continued on till 
he reached the 
Isthmus 
of Panama, 


where he regained his vessel. 
When 


he suneyed Panama he suggested a 
ship canal across the 
isthmus, 
cen- 


.tiirles before our 
great 
and 
only. 


Theodore began to make the dirt fly 
in that region. That was in 1601. 
Jn .1603, or a little later, as royal 


geographer, he had explored every bay 
and, rixer in. New England. He went 
up the Penobscot to the pvesentssite ot 
Bingor 
He was in Plymouth" before 


the -.Puritans rounded Cape Cod "and 
dropped anchor off Martha's Vineyard, 
He made careful charts and notes of 
all he saw, and in 1606 was back to 


, France pleading for a colony on the St. 


Having founded his colony in 160S 


and provided for Its safety, he was 
again exploring with a view to future 
expansion. Traveling with the Algon- 
quins in their summer campaign, he 
soon stood on the shores of the lake 
which Vat bears his name. 
He was 


then aged 43, and unmarried. Return- 
ing once more to France, he married 
'Helene Boulle. a Protestant, and still a 
mere .child, whom he left there to grorf 
up 
Five years later she joined him 


tn America, now herself 
a 
Catholic, 


and after his death became a nun. St. 


' Helena's island, opposite Montreal, is 


named after her. 


Again starting from Quebec, he as- 


cended Ottawa, reached French river 
"and. eastern portion of Lake Huron. 
arid the scene of the labors of 
the 


great French 
missionaries in 
later 


• years. He made his way through the 


forests to Lake Ontario, crossed the 
lake and stormed an Indian stronghold 
on Lake Onondaga. was badly wound- 
ed and had lo be carried to a place o( 
safety. 
He 
made 
his way back to 


Quebec by the same arduous 
route. 


On a previous expedition up the Ot- 
tawa in a search for the North sea. 
rhe had lost his astrolabe whilst mak- 
ing a portage. In 1867 an instrument 
was found in that country with the in-

His funeral was 
as splendid as Quebec could make it. 
for he wis deeply loved hy soldiers 
and people; yet, strangely enough, at 
the present day the grave cannot he 
•found.

tireless explorer, who first penetrated 
into the wilderness of North America, 
a fearless soldier, a wise legislator, a 
prudent ruler, an ardent patriot, above 
all, an irreproachable man.

"It is of the highest importance that 
i good, capable and efficient chemist 
should be appointed to the office made 
vacant by the death of Major Allen, 
and it would be an outrage to appoint 
a man who was not a chemist. The 
appointee should be the graduate of a 
scientific school and the office should 
tic entirely removed from politics." 


Judge Pickman suggested 
that

would he a' good scheme to classify 
the ^milkmen so that by their milk 
we would know them. 
Mr. Pickman 


believes that the man who takes the 
position can. If he will exert himself 
and display the ambition that should 
go with the office, establish individual 
records of the milkmen- and milk pro- 
ducers. Say that there 
were three 


classes. 
The men in class A would 


be men whose milk had never been 
found wanting; whose milk was above 
rather than below the standard. Class 
B would come next, not excellent but 
eood and then would come class C the 
fellows to be watched. With members 
of this class the consumer as well as 
the inspector would have to keen an 
eye-out.

EVER before on this conti- 


nent has a historic pageant 
been planned on such a mag- 
nificent scale as that which 


Is to commemorate the founding of 
Quebec in the year 1608 by Samuel de 
Champlaln. The story of the soldiers 
and adventurers and missionaries who 
tried to found a French empire in tha 
new world and who carried the mes- 
sage of the cross into unexplored 
wilds, the history of the contest which 
ended in the overthrow of the French 
and the triumph of British arms on 
the Plains of Abraham—these and 
other scenes from early annals of 
Canada form splendid material for re- 
production In the manner proposed at 
the coming tercentenary. 
Tha ro- 


mance of the story appeals to the Im- 
agination, and the plcturesqueness of 
the scenes enacted In those days of 
long ago makes It possible in their re- 
production to give the events them- 


• selves a most impressive spectacular 
setting. 


So much importance Is attached to 


the ceremonies that are to begin at 
Quebec on July 20 that the Prfnce of 
Wales is coming over to take part in 
them. The great Atlantic fleet of the 
British navy will be present in its en- 
tirety to welcome him in Canadian 
waters, and squadrons from the French 
and American navtes will take part in 
the demonstration, while from Austra- 
lia and other colonies o£ Great Britain 
far removed from Canada will coma 
representatives with fraternal greet- 
ings. Vice President Charles W. Fair- 
banks will extend to the Canadians 
the good wishes of the people of the 
United States. 


The Prince of Wales will bo accom- 


panied by Prince Arthur, only son of 
the Duke of Connaught, and an Im- 
posing suit. 
Among his staff will be 


Sir Francis Hopwood, permanent un- 
dersecretary for the colonies, who Is 
credited with knowing more than any 
other man In England about the dif- 
ferent parts of tho British empire. 
France, which had so much to do with 
the early history of Canada, will take 
part officially by sending a special 
delegation 
to 
the 
celebration, 
and 


Brouages, where Champlaln was born, 
will send a representative who will 
enjoy special honors. 


Distinguished Visitors. 


Among the participants In the cere- 


monies will be representatives of the 
families of Generals Wolfe and Mont- 
calm and of heroes who are honored 
for their deeds of valor In tho defense 
of Quebec in 1775. The celebration, as 
a whole, will cover a period of eleven 
days. 
The Prince of Wales will ar- 


rive on July 22 and will stay at the 
historic. CItad_cl while in Quebec. 
He 


will be presented with an address by 
the Dominion parliament on reaching 
the capital of the province, and the 
next day, the 23d. the pageant por- 
trayingthe landing of Champlaln ivlll 
Be 'given. Oie oid navigator 
being 


Rhnwn sailing up the St, Lawrence In 
a replica of the vessel from which he 
landed beneath the heights of Cape 
Diamond, tho natural fortification ' so 
often called the Gibraltar of America. 
After this momentous historical event 
has been duly pictured by living men 
and women of today in the costumes 
of 300 years ago the Prince of Wales 
will formally open the fetes, and the 
succeeding days will see enacted the 
principal 
events 
from 
Champlaln's 


time on, Including the 
memorable 


struggle for possession of the Plains 
of Abraham and the victory of Wolfe, 
ending the French empire in America. 
This famous battle will be reproduced 


>y armies of modern soldiers dressed 
n the uniforms ot the eighteenth cen- 
ury 
and executing 
the 
evolutions 


which resulted In the success o£ the 
British forces. 


Although the celebration commem- 


orates the discoveries of Champlain 
>nd his establishment of a fort at Que-

recent appointment of Luke E. Wright 
to succeed William H. Taft as secre- 
tary of war. Time was when the mere 
suggestion of putting the war office In 
the hands of a man who had served 
in Jhe Confederate army would have 
be«n received with howls and dissent, 
but that 
unhealthy 
sentiment 
has 


passed forever. 


Previous to the civil war most of 


the men who directed the war depart- 
ment were from the south. The early 
presidents seemed to prefer New Eng- 
landers for their war secretaries, but 
from the_iime of Monroe down to 
Buchanan 
southerners ' figured con- 


spicuously at the war office. A notable 
exception occurred during Tyler's ad- 
ministration. When he took office he 
reappolnted the man chosen by Gen- 
eral Harrison, John Bell o£ Tennes- 
see. 
On Bell's resignation four secre- 


taries were appointed In quick suc- 
cession, all of them northern men. 
Joseph Holt of Kentucky, Buchanan'? 
last secretary of war, ended the list 
of distinguished southerners, Simon 
Cameron succeeding him and no man 
south of Mason and Dlxon's line hold- 
Ing the office until now. 


General Luke E. Wright, formerly 


United States ambassador to Japan, 
la a native of Tennessee, born In Giles 
county, near Pulaski, in 1846. 
His 


parentage was of that sturdy class of 
Tennessee pioneers who developed the 
future brain and brawn of th/ state.

Wright of the supreme court of the 
state, and It was from him that Gen- 
eral Wright inherited many of the 
traits of character and mind which 
have contributed to his really dislini! 
Kulshcd career. 


A Soldier at Fifteen. 
1 


Although he was only a .lad at the t 


breaking out of the civil war, Wright j 
Identified himself promptly with the: 
Confederate cause and went into th«! 
army. At tht age of fifteen years he 
was enrolled In Breckinridge's com- 
mand. and he displayed such unusual; 
judgment and fortitude that he at! 
once attracted the attention of that i 
keen witted soldier. In his seventeenth! 
year he reached the rank of lieutenant 
of infantry. 
At the bloody battle of! 


Stone River he was In the thick of the] 
hard flghtlns when a soldier brought 
U>« Intelligence that his older brother, 


Eldredge, had been kilted. The soldier 
who was a neighbor of the Wrights 
ran up to the young lieutenant and 
without a word of preparation called 
out, "Eldredge has been killed!" Tho 
boy gave a great sob, but righted him- 
self almost instantly and spoke the 
command in a steady voice, "Take his 
body to the rear." 
Then he moved 


straight forward with his company, 
and it was not until the fight was 
ended that he hastened to verify the 
sad news and to prepare the body for 
burial. 


At the close of the war Wright be- 


came a student at the University of 
Mississippi, where he made good prog- 
ess, although he was not graduated 
Returning home, he entered his fa- 
ther's office and began to study law 
with a determination to qualify him- 
self, which bore fruit in his subsequent 
career at the Memphis bar. For eight 
years he was attorney general ot Shel- 
by county, and his ability and activity 
made him formidable to the law break- 
ers of the vicinity. 
He wa.-. so un- 


yielding in his determination to up- 
root vice In his home city that he suc- 
ceeded In making a ha£t of enemies 
among those who wished to profit by 
an abuse of the law. One ot these was 
a judge of the criminal court, who 
went to him privately and advised him 
.to be less zealous in his prosecutions. 
Wright paid no attention to the ad- 
vice, and the judge actually threatened 
the young lawyer with bodily violence 
if he should continue his attacks. Al- 
though the judge was an ardent advo- 
cate of the code of honor. Wright re- 
plied to his threat, "Try it, sir, and 
one of us will surely bite the dust." 


Almost a Duel. 


On one other occasion Wright be- 


came so involved In a personal diffi- 
culty that a resort to arms seemed in- 
evitable. Colonel M. C. Galloway, whoj 
edited a Memphis newspaper, was re- j 
puted to be a fire eater of the most i 
belligerent type. He became Incensed i 
at a ruling made by Judge Wright and ' 
at once began a scurrilous editorial i 
attack on the old Jurist. The younger I

"This scene today to anyone who 


looks at it In comparison with other 
countries, suggests the blessing of, a 
free government. Those who have had 
any experience Tvith 
other countries 


will realize that in ninny of them 
a government mea^s 
to the peo- 


ple an entity different 
from 
them- 
selves, something 
In 
a sense 
an- 


tagonistic to them. In such countries 
among tho people there is an absence 
of a sense of responsibility as to what 
is done by the government, 
absence 


of that desire to help the government.

To Alter the Billerica 


Street Bridge 


The committee on streets met last 


evening. The fact that the committee 
met is not of national importance, but 
necessary to 
chronicle 
because' It 


might possibly have something to do 
v.'ith the future of the city, a mere 
possibility, not a probability, because 
as committees go they are not taken 
very seriously/ 


Among other things the committee 


adopted a resolution calling upon, Hie 
county commissioners to alter the BI1- 
Icrlca street bridge 
in WIgglnville. 


This resolution was put through the 
committee at the suggestion of tho 
city solicitor who had been asked as to 
the most expedient1 way to push the 
thing through. 
The committee also 


voted to recommend a loan of ?1000 
for the purpose of buying a sand bank 
not far from the boulevard. 


Numerous residents of Wlgginville 


had petitioned that the bridge in.Bil- 
lerica street be widened and raised 
on the ground, that the bridge was 
dangerous for ordinary travel. 


City Solicitor Hill had a resolution 


prepared to the effect that the board 
of aldermen should call on the county 
commissioners to make 
the 
neces- 


sary repairs. The resolution will go 
to the hoard of aldermen tonight. 


Alphonse Blbeault and others peti- 


tioned that Fisher street, recently ac- 
cepted,, be macadamized, and 
favor- 


able action was taken. 


Lizzie McKernan wanted a concrete 


sidewalk in front of her premises at 
317 High street. The committee voted 
a view. 


The petition of Paul Butler and oth- 


ers that the boulevard be repaired, 
was taken uu on motion of Council- 
man Eoudreau. 


The question of gravel for the re- 


pairing was discussed and Councilman 
Botidreau suggested that a gravel bank 
be purchased not far from Varnum 
avenue at a cost of J1000. 
He 
de- 


clared that 15 cents 
a 
load 
would 


amount to more than the cost of the 
purchase, and he thought a loan of 
J1000 would not be any too much to 
put the boulevard in condition for or- 
dinary usage, to say nothing of any 
automobile race. Engineer Bowers did 
not see why it should cost so much. 
Half the amount would be ample, in 
his opinion, for the purpose.

recent appointment of Luke E. Wright 
to succeed William H. Taft as secre- 
tary of war. Time was when the mere 
suggestion of putting the war office in 
the hantls of a. man who had served 
In the Confederate army would have 
been received with howls and dissent, 
but that 
unhealthy sentiment 
has 


passed forever. 


Previous to the civil war most of 


the men who directed the war depart- 
ment were from the south. The early 
presidents seemed to prefer New Eng- 
landcrs for their war secretaries, but 
from the timo of Monroe down to 
Buchanan 
southerners figured con- 


spicuously at the war office. A notable 
exception occurred during Tyler's ad- 
ministration. When he took office he 
reappointed the man chosen by Gen- 
eral Harrison, John Bell of Tennes- 
see. 
On Bell's resignation four secre- 


taries were appointed in quick suc- 
cession, all of them northern men. 
Joseph Holt of Kentucky, Buchanan'? 
last secretary of war. ended the list 
of distinguished southerners, Simon 
Cameron succeeding him and no man 
south of Siason and DIxon's line hold- 
Ing the office until now. 


General Lviko E. Wright, formerly 


United States ambassador to Japan, 
Is a native of Tennessee, born In Giles 
county, near Pulaskl. in 1S46. 
His 


parentage was of that sturdy class of 
Tennessee pioneers who developed the 
future brain and brawn of the state.

Eldredge. had been killed, The soldier 
who was a neighbor of the Wrights 
ran up to the young lieutenant and 
'without a word of preparation called 
out, "Eldredge has been killed!" The 
boy gave a great sob, but righted him- 
self almost Instantly and spoke the 
command in a steady voice, "Take his 
body to the rear." 
Then he moved 


straight forward with his company, 
and it was not until the fight was 
ended that he hastened to verify the 
.sad news and to prepare the body for 
burial. 


At the close of the war Wright be- 


came a student at the University of 
Mississippi, where he made good prog- 
ess, although he was not graduated 
B-eturning home, i he entered his 
fa- 


ther's office and began to _study law 
with a determination to qualify him- 
self, which bore fruit in his subsequent 
career at the Memphis bar. For eight 
years he was attorney general of Shel- 
by county, and his ability and activity- 
made him formidable to th^x-law break- 
ers of the vicinity. He was so un- 
yielding In his determination to up- 
root vice in his home city that he suc- 
ceeded in making a host of enemies 
among those who wished to profit by 
sn abuse of the law." One of these was 
a judge of the criminal court, who 
went to him privately and advised him 
to be less zealous In his prosecutions. 
Wright paid no attention to the ad- 
vice, and the judge actually threatened 
the young lawyer with bodily violence 
if he should continue his attacks. Al- 
though the judge was an ardent advo- 
cate of the code of honor, Wright re- 
plied to his threat, "Try it, sir, and 
one of us will surely bite the dust.""
